System for Irma 


A well attended meeting was 
held , in. the Irma School on 
November 17 to discuss the pos- 
.| Sibilities of installing a. water 
and ‘sewer system for the Vil- 
lage of Irma. Councillor C. P. 
Jones acted as chairman. 

Dr. D. R. ‘Stanley of D. R. 
Stanley and Associates Ltd., the 
firm of consulting. engineers 
who madé a preliminary survey, 
described to the ratepayers what 


-| such a scheme would involve. 


W. Boultin, sanitary inspec- 
tor for Minburn - Vermilion 
Health Unit No. 12, also spoke 
to the meeting on the benefits 
of a good wiater supply and im- 
proved sanitation. 

The proposed system would 
make water and sewer service 
available. to at, least 95 percent 
of the present population of ap-.

—one-third on the basis of need 
and two-thirds. on assessment—. 
in favor of ‘one which ‘is based 
on half need and half assess- 
ment. The minister said: “It has 
become evident more has to be |- 
put into that part’ of the grant 
system based on need.” .’ 

What about Premier -Man- 
ning’s statement concerning the 
ecoromic stability of the indi- 
vidual?-He did not elaborate but 
perhaps he was thinking of 
statements he had to the last 
legislative session when he’ in-{ 
dicated the government is study- 
ing ways of giving direct assist- 
ance to citizens. 

At the same time he suggested 
one way to do this would be to 
‘give ratepayers certificates to 
cover a portion of their muni- 
cipal taxes. 


It also could be an indirect 
answer to the Liberal party’s 
recent request that the individ- 
ual ratepaver be given taxation 
relief by an exemption: on the 
first $1,090 of assessment, the
